A TEERIBLE FLOOD. 


London, May 20.—A correspondent 


who has jusfc traversed the Danube 
from Giurgo to Buda Pesth • tele- 
graphs: 


The Danube is very high. A short 


distance above Bazias, where the Aus- 
trian shore becomes low and flat, the 
flood extends backthe distanee inland 
between thib point and Belgrade river 
—from five to fifteen miles. 


At Belgrade it is fully twenty miles 


wide. Nearly all the Austrian villages 
between Pesth and Bazias have water 
in the streets. Eiver side inhabitant* 
informed me that the water is already 
within two feet of the highest point 
recorded, and is still rising. 


The floods continuing so late in the 


season must cause great damage to the 
crops. All grain and other growing pro- 
duce in Eoumania, Bulgaria, Austria,, 
aad Hungary are not within reach of 
the high water, and nre looking fine 
and promising bountiful harvests.

THE DANUBE. 


A TERRIBLE FLOOD. 


London, May 20.—A correspondent 
who has just traversed the Danube 
from Giurgo to Buda Pesth tele- 
graphs : 


The Danube is very high. A short 
distance above Bazias, where the Aus- 
trian shore becomes low and flat, the 
flood extends back the distance inland 
between this point and Belgrade river 
—from five to fifteen miles. 


At Belgrade it is fully twenty miles 
wide. Nearly all the Austrian villages 
between Pesth and Bazias have water 
in the streets.

Vincennes, May 15.—At this par- 
ticular time our neighboring county 
of Sullivan revels in a decided sensa- 
tion, the particulars of which render 
it one of the most disgusting affairs 
that has ever come to light in south- 
em Indiana. 
The knowledge that 
this crime was on the eve of exposure 
fully justifies Dr. Baldridge's action 
in joining the vast horde of carpet- 
baggers with which this country is af- 
flicted. 


For twenty-five years has Dr. John 
H. Baldridge resided in Jackson town- 
ship, Sullivan county, where he ha« 
been held in the highest estimation by 
his fellow men. 
His practice was ex- 
tensive, besides which he took an ac- 
tive interest in religious matters and 
was one of the pillars of the Presby- 
terian church. 


The story, as it has been given to 
the public, makes known the alleged 
fact that the woman who for twenty- 
five years had passed for his wife, was 
not legally such. 
When a young 
man, 
Dr. Baldridge 
married a 
young and beautiful 
girl in one 
of 
the quiet 
little 
villages of 
Ohio, 
It was on the occasion of one 
of this wife's periods of confinement 
that tbe woman, who subsequently 
usurped her name and position, was 
cttiicJ upon to act in the capacity of 
nurse. 
Constant association with the 
charming nurse soon alienated the 
doctor's affections from his lawful 
wife, and ere long their relations were 
detected by the invalid, who forthwith 
entered objections to the proceedings. 
The nurse was summarily dismissed, 
but the infatuated man deserted his 
sick wife and came straightway toSul- 
livan county, where he has since re- 
sided with his mistress. 


For more than ten years the lawful 
wife pursued her pathway through 
life unaided by her perfidious hus- 
band. 
At last, becoming needy, she 
wrote him for assistance. 
Fearing an 
exposure, Dr. Baldridge soon made 
arrangements to forever after keep her 
from v 1. After considerable nego- 
tiating, it was agreed that Mrs, Bald- 
ridge should remove to Sullivan coun- 
ty and take UQ her residence in her 
husband's house, passing herself oft" as 
a rcliet of his deceased brother. The 
plan worked well, so far as outside ap- 
pearances would indicate, and the wife 
was installed as companion to the 
woman who unlawfully bore hername 
and held her position. 


A few years afterward, probably 
ten years ago, Mrs, Baldridge, the 
supposed widow, was wooed and won 
by Mr. T. F. Curry, a well-known cit- 
izen and neighbor, who had but a few 
months previous lost his wife by 
death. 
Curry died a year ago, and, 
it is supposed, was ignorant of the 
relations his wife bore to another 
man. 
There were no children by this 
marriage, although several were born 
by Mrs, Curry the first. 


By his mistress Baldridge had sev- 
eral children, and when he ran away 
from Ohio he took with him one or 
two, whom he had torn from the arms 
of their unfortunate mother. Mrs. 
Curry inherits the estate of her de- 
ceased husband, but^'her step-children 
will contest the inheritance on the 
ground that she was not a lawful 
wife. 


The fear that officers were after him 
so worked on Baldridge, that he pack- 
ed his valise and left for parts un- 
known.

Work will first be commenced on 
the Huntington end, as there it will 
be the most expensive and it is the 
most pressing, the princinal work, of 
course, being the removal of the rock 
which is now a complete obstruction 
and a dam to the passage of the water 
flowing in that direction, as the ab- 
solute level of the water extends sev- 
en miles this way and a slight rain- 
fall extends it all the way to the 
the mouth of Bear Lake. 


The general fall can be seen by the 
following figures: 


In the first two and one-half miles 
the raise is three feet five inches; in 
the next five miles, four feet six 
inches; in the next seven miles, six 
feet three inches, and in the last eight 
miles is but six feet two inches. 
The 
fall at the lower end of the ditch is a 
fraction over one foot per mile, while 
at this end it is less than nine inches 
per mile. 


For a distance of three miles a 
channel must be cut through a solid 
stratum of rock, said channel to be 
twenty-five feet wide at the bottom, • 
six feet deep, with a slope of one to 
one. 


To make the work more difficult 
still the rock is what is known as the 
Niagra lime, and does not lie in hori- 
zontal strata, but in oblique or diago- 
nal ones, which necessitates working 
"against the grain," as it were. The 
materials to be used in making the 
rock excavations, are steam drills, and ! 
dynamite. 
Mr. Lillie has gone to ! 
Columbus to forward the quarrying 
tools to the rock bed in question and 
as soon as practicable the work will 
be commenced. They will begin with 
twelve 
gangs 
of 
eight 
men 
each upon the rock, and a similar 
gang upon each one-half mile of the 
balance of the ditch or earth-work, 
wherever it can be worked, at pre- 
sent, although a great portion of the 
main ditch and collaterals cannot be 
worked until part of the rock obstruc- 
tion is removed, so as to lower the 
level of the water and drain the land. 
The length of the main ditch is a trifle 
over twenty-two miles, and the col- 
laterals are fifteen miles more in 
length, making a total length of over 
thirty-seven miles. 
It will take two 
seasons to complete the work, as the 
contractors do not ex|)ect to be able 
to work on the ditch more than five 
months in a year, and it will require 
fully ten months to complete it. 
All 
)arts draining into the St. Mary's will 
je commenced at once as far as the 
weather will permit.

The witnesses were separated, and 
the prosecuting attorney stated the 
case to the jury. 


The first witness called was Catha- 
rine Duplein, who was sworn, and 
stated that the prisoner at the bar was 
her husband; that on or about the 
15th day of last April he came to the 
house of Louis Rosselot, where she was 
and called her out; that she did not 
go, and that the prisoner then caught 
her by the throat and commenced 
choking her, and also made an at- 
tempt to get his arm into a kitchen
